Su- 
pervisors who had been alerted 
for emergency service, manned 
switchboards and handled calls 
as expeditiously as possible. Dial 
phones were not affected. 

Union Meeting Called. 

Joseph A. Beirne, president of 
the CIO Communications Work- 
ers of America, announced at 
Washington the union expects to 
make the four-day-old Western 
Electric strike “as effective as 
possible.” 

Union leaders summoned the 
5000 St. Louis telephone workers 
to a meeting at 10 a.m. tomorrow 
in Kiel Auditorium. Purpose of 
the meeting is to receive reports 
of developments in the strike of 
16,000 Western Electric workers 
in 43 states, including 550 in 
st. Louis. Western Electric em- 
ployes are members of the tele- 

phone workers union, under sepa- 
rate districts.

GOV. STEVENSON 
TO ‘CLARIFY’ HIS 
PLANS NEXT WEEK 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 10 
(AP)—Gov. Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois will “clarify” his political 
plans next week, an aid said 
today. 

The Governor, who was nom- 
inated without opposition Tues- 
day for another four-year term, 
has been mentioned prominently 
as a Democratic presidential pos- 
sibility. 

In response to previoius in- 
quiries, Stevenson repeatedly said 
that he is running for only one 
office—Governor—and that he has 
no ambitions nationally. 

William I. Flanagan, Steven- 
'son’s press secretary, said a for- 
| mal statement “clarifying his po- 
| sition” will be made by the Gov- 
ernor, probably toward the end of 
next week. Flanagan added that 
he had no knowledge of what its 
content might be.

At midmorning the flood wa- 
ters hit a stage of 25 feet, the 
previously predicted crest, and 
continued their climb. The water 
has driven 1600 of Pierre’s 5700 
persons from their homes. 

The Daily Capital-Journal 
suspended publication and the 
Pierre Associated Press. bureau, 
in the same building, moved to 
higher ground in the telephone 
exchange. 

The last of Pierre’s four muni- 
cipal water pumping stations was 
knocked out by high water early 
today. A reservoir supply was be- 
lieved enough to last three days 
if used sparingly.

38 delegates to the Republican 
convention, The delegates are not 
bound by the results of the pref- 
erential primary.

Alfred E. Dris- 
coll, is listed on the ballot as un- 
pledged. The Governor, however, 
announced March 17 that he fa- 
vors Eisenhower. 

When the news reached Taft, 
he called Driscoll’s statement a 
“political trickery,” tried unsuc- | 
cessfully to have his name taken 
off the ballot, and closed his head- 
quarters in New Jersey. Offi- 
cially, there has been no cam- 
paigning for him in the state. 
Actually, however, a good deal of 
work has been done. 

Charges Against Driscoll. 

Two supporters of Senator Taft 
charged in radio texts issued in 
advance yesterday that Driscoll 
had made a promise to Taft to 
remain neutral in the presidential 
primary poll. 

The charge was made by indus- 
trialist Charles Edison, former 
Democratic Governor, and Albert 
W. Hawkes, former Republican 
United States Senator. Driscoll 
denied the charge later in a 
broadcast.

Murray said today Randall’s 


charge was a “malicious and de- 


liberate lie.”

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP)

Members’ comment indicated 
rough going for any legislation to 
back up President Truman’s tak- 
ing over of the industry under his 
“inherent” powers to avert a na- 
tion-wide strike. There appeared 
to be more backing for a flat pro-

ry. 

Some members cried “dictator” 
and “usurper.” Others defended 
the seizure.

Truman invited Congress to write 
its own law for handling such a 
situation if it does not like his 
methods. 

The fight spread over many 
fronts on Capitol Hill:

Earlier at Trenton, Driscoll had 
told reporters that there was a 
meeting in Washington in Janu- 
ary, but that Taft’s intentions for 
the New Jersey primary were not 
discussed. Driscoll said his posi- 
tion either was misunderstood, or 
that Taft’s men had misrepre- 
sented it to the Senator. Months 
ago, Driscoll made it plain in an 
interview that he favored Eisen- 
hower. 

Backing for Taft. 

Taft’s supporters assert that 
Gov. Driscoll holds tight control 
over county committees, and some 
have expressed the suspicion that 
“deals” may have been concluded 
to throw thousands of erstwhile 
Democratic votes into Eisen- 
hower’s column, Taft, however, 
is not without ‘strength in the 
state. 

There are indications that he 
has wide popularity in sections, 
of Bergen, Hudson, Atlantic, 
Ocean and Camden counties. Nu- 
merous requests have come from 
local groups for speeches by Taft 
backers. Taft has no delegate 
candidates officially on the tick- 
et, although 11 persons claiming 
to represent him are candidates 
for seats. 

The total popular G.O.P. vote 
is expected to be near 300,000. 
Registration has been heavy.

AIR FORCE MORE 
MEN THAN COMBAT 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
—The Air Force acknowledged 
today that non-combat flying cur- 
rently is killing more United 
States air personnel than the Ko- 
rean war itself. 
More than 50 persons have 
been killed or are missing this 
month in domestic military plane 
crashes. This, total does not in- 
clude the 10 or more killed in 
parachute mishaps or plane col- 
lisions in exercise Longhorn, the 
military maneuvers in Texas.

“Ralph W. Gwinn, a Republican 
member of Congress from New 
York, sent a telegram to the 
President in which he charged 
that some of the so-called public 
members of this board, who went 
down the line with the repre- 
sentatives of labor in the recom- 
mendations had actually them- 
selves at various times in the past 
been on the payrolls of the CIO 
and the "AFL. 


“Yet that is the agency which 
Harry S. Truman described last 
night as a fair and impartial 
Government board. That is the 
agency whose findings he now 
seeks to put into effect by force. 
He knows that the board was 
intended to be advisory only, 
and that it has no power other 
than to make recommendations. 
He knows that those recom- 
mendations were not meant to 
be binding upon the parties, yet 
he has seized steel plants to 
compel their adoption. The 
truth is that the Wage Sta- 
bilization Board has been oper- 
ated as a political agency.

“Our Constitution, which was 
adopted to protect freedom, ‘be- 
comes in his hands an instrument 
to destroy freedom. Has liberty 
sunk so low in Harry Truman’s 
scale of values that he no longer 
thinks it worth mentioning? © Or 
should he in all candor have 
taken the opportunity last night, 
talking as he was to every fire- 
side in America, to make it, clear 
whether or not he had seized the 
steel plants in order to compel 
workers to join a union against 
their will. 

“The President talked of infla- 
tion, but does anyone really think 
that he understands that word? 
Economists say that inflation is 
too much money chasing too few 
goods. When the Government 
runs in the red and Borrows from 
the banks, it increases the supply 
of money. The bigger the deficit, 
the more the borrowing, and the 
greater the amount. of money 
chasing the same goods. Yet 
when Harry Truman tries to put 
this great new cost burden on 
the steel companies, while at the 
same time forbidding them to 
raise prices, he deprives the Gov- 
ernment of vast sums in taxes 
now levied on profits, and has to 
borrov’ that much more.

He 
tossed off vast figures of profits 
without telling the American 
people that he meant profits 
before taxes.

Nor can the steel in- 
dustry ‘build new plants when 
the country calls for steel with

-ment,in taxes. The truth is that 


in terms of net profit, by which 
I mean the money the company 
has left after all costs are paid, 
the steel companies made—per 
ton—less than one third of the 
$19.50 that the President talked 
about. And that was off 15 per 
cent from the preceding year. 
“The actual cost to the steel 
companies of the package recom- 
mended by the Wage Board is 30 
cents per manhour. But even this 
is only half of the ultimate cost. 
When steel wages go up, the cost 
of things that steel companies buy 
goes up in the same degree. 
Every business man who hears my 
voice knows this is true. That 
makes the full cost $12 per ton 
of steel. With a wave of his 
hands, the President tossed this 
fantastic wage increase aside by 
saying the steelworkers would 
thus merely be catching up with 
workers in other industries. 
“Actually it is the steel industry 
itself that has been in the fore- 
front of increasing industrial 
wages. Since Korea the cost of 
living has gone up 11 per cent, 
while the earnings of steelwork- 
ers have gone up 13% per cent.

RANDALL, LAWYER, 
HAS HEADED STEEL 
FIRM SINCE 1949 


Clarence Belden Randall, who 
replied last night to President 
Truman’s earlier blast at the steel 
companies, has been president of 
Inland Steel Co. since April 27, 
1949. 

A lawyer, Randall received his 
academic and law degrees from 
Harvard University in 1912 and 
1915, and 10 years later became 
associated with Inland as assist- 
ant vice president in charge of 
raw materials. 

A national vice president of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers since 1946, Randall col- 
laborated with Roger W. Baldwin, 
director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, on a book, “Civil 
Liberties and Industrial Conflict,” 
in 1938. He has also contributed 
to various magazines. He is 61 
years old, married and lives in 
Winnetka, II. 

The company he heads is one 
of the principal steel producers 
of the United States, with an an- 
nual capacity of 3,750,000 tons. 
Its principal mill is at Indiana 
Harbor, Ind.

32,000 Persons Are Believed 
Eligible for $1.50-a- 
Day Payments. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
— President Truman _ yesterday 
signed legislation to compensate 
United States prisoners of war 
in World War II who were sub- 
jected to cruel treatment or 


forced to work for their captors 
without compensation. The pay- 
ment will be $1.50 a day for 
each day these prisonefs were 
subjected to these conditions. 

The Geneva convention of 1929 
requires that prisoners of war be 
treated humanely and, if forced 
to labor, be paid for their work. 

The War Claims Commission 
estimated 132,000 World War II 
prisoners will be eligible for these 
$1.50-a-day payments, the cost 
being estimated at about $70,- 
000,000 ; 


The measure also provides for 
similar payments to an estimated 
60,000 Filipino veterans of World 
War II who were taken into the 
United States forces in the Philip- 
pines. The cost is estimated at 
$16,000,000 


A third provision of the aw 


provides compensation of religi- 
ous, charitable and medical mis- 
sions in the P which 
have affiliations in the United 
States and which lost property in 
the islands during the war. Some 
35 such institutions there are esti- 
nated as likely to receive about 
$20,000,000 altogether. ' 
The funds are to be provided 
from liquidation of property of 
former enemy aliens seized 
the United States by the Gov- 
ernment during the war. 


NEW ZEALAND BLOCKS MOVE 
FOR ONE-BRAND GASOLINE 


WELLINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
—The Government of New Zea- 
land has clamped down on a move 
by overseas oil companies to es-

HE National Executive Committee of the Labor party has issued 
a foreign poliay pamphlet which is hostile to the United States 
and reflects some of the anti-American sentiment expressed 


recently by Aneurin Bevan, leader of the party’s leftist faction. 


It accuses the United States of 
having tried in the past to make 
concessions to Russia at the ex- 
pense of Britain; of having been 
unwilling to assume its share of 
the burden in meeting Soviet ex- 
pansion immediately after the 
war and of being intolerant of 
foreign advice as to how it should 
use its immense strength. 


The pamphlet, called “Problems 
of Foreign Policy,” was issued as 
the basis for discussion by all 
members of the Labor party. 


be considered by the National 
Executive committee in drafting 
the program to be presented to 
the party’s national convention in 
the fall. 


Views Not Official. 


Morgan Phillips, secretary of 
the party, wrote a preface to the 
pamphlet saying that “neither 
the National Executive Commit- 
tee nop the party as such is com- 
mitted to any of the views ex- 
pressed.” 


Asked whose views the pamph- 
let did reflect and who was re- 
sponsible for it, a spokesman at 
Labor party headquarters as- 
sumed an air of total ignorance. 

“It’s a little thing which was 
just dashed off for discussion,” 
he said. 

One passage in the pamphlet 
said that “at some of the war- 
time conferences between the 
great powers, America tended to. 
make concessions to Russia, often 
at the expense of Britain.” 

Asked to clarify this statement, 
the spokesman said, “Everyone 
knows that there was a phase 
when America and Russia were 
ganging up on Britain.” 

Can’t Cite Instances. 


Asked to cite some instances, 
he replied that he was unable to 
cite any, that he would have to 
consult someone else and that no 
one else was then available for 
consultation. 

In an earlier passage, the pam- 
phiet said “the Commonwealth 
prime ministers’ conference of 
January 1951 was probably a 
major factor in preventing Korea 
from leading to a third werld 
war.” 


Truman in Washington, but the 
spokesman was unable to explain 
what it had to do with preventing 
another world war. 


Discussing “big power rela- 
tions,” it says: “One of the La- 
bor Government’s greatest claims 
to gratitude is that it stood up 
steadfastly against Soviet expan- 
sion in the difficult years imme- 
diately following the war, when 
America was unwilling to take 
her share of the burden. It sought 
to organize the strength needed 
to deter aggression throughout 
the world, at a heavy cost to its 
own economy.” 


Rearmament Supported. 


Contrary to the Bevanite posi- 
tion, the pamphlet supported re- 
armament so that the Western 
powers would be in a position to 
negotiate from strength in seek- 
ing. a peaceful settlement with 
Russia. 

However, it inclined toward 
Bevanite. sentiment by adding 
that “since the war in Korea, for 
which it supplied most of the 
troops and suffered most of the 
casualties, America has been less 
tolerant of foreign advice on how 
she should use her immense 
strength. This will create many 
problems for Britain in the years 
ahead.” 

In a section devoted specially 
to the United States, it said “The 
Labor Government succeeded in 
guiding America towards a better 
understanding of her interests and 


responsibilities abroad.” |

towns and farm settlements of 
the north to make room for an- 
other 200. 

Beer Ora is part of a vast extra- 
curricular educational and train- 
ing program for some 40,000 boys 
and girls called “Gadna, " a word 
formed from two Hebrew words 
meaning Youth Groups. 

We flew down to the settlement 
with Naftali Strassberg, the civil- 
ian head of the program, on the 
first birthday of Beer Ora. 

Col. Akiva Atzmon, the man re- 
sponsible for this youth program, 
showed us through the agricule- 
tural station with great pride. 
While we walked through rows of 
red cabbage and cauliflower, he 
explained that in this desert oasis, 
they were jumping from the days 
of King Solomon’s copper mines 
to the present. 

Now, after thousands of years 
of neglect, this land was once 
again being tapped for its min- 
erals and tested for its fertility. 

They had dug wells here, found 
ample water, though it had a good 
deal of salt in it, and now were 
raising experimental crops. 

irds Devour Seeds. 

Their first great enemy, they 
discovered, was not the Arab Le- 
gion of Jordan that lay just across 
the border, a few miles east of 
them, but the birds which 
swooped down on this unexpected 
feast in the desert—like every- 
thing else here, the “first bird 
feast in 2000 years”’—and ate 
most of the seeds. 

They now have an ingenious 


electronic watchman, invented in 
‘the Haifa Technion. It works on 
electrical impulses, and falls down 
every few seconds with a terrific 
racket. 

It is twentieth century science 
which is changing the desert. Col. 
Atzmon and the chief gardener, 
a pretty blonde girl in a white 
shirt and blue shorts, led us to 
their proudest achievement, their 
experiment in hydroponics. 

In tanks filled with water and 
‘chemicals they were raising toma- 
toes, cucumbers, peppers, egg- 
plants, beans, radishes and onions.

Illinois Second Thoughts 
It will take the official count in Illinois to 


show how high the write-in for Gen. Eisenhower 
actually went. With almost 9000 of the 9610 pre- 


-cincts reported, the accepted ‘write-ins for the 
general had passed 135,000. Thus the Eisen- 


hower write-in vote in Illinois exceeded by more 
than 30,000 that in Minnesota where writing in 
was easy and where even the nickname of “Ike” 
was accepted as a valid vote. 

This, when all the results are weighed, is 
far more significant than the fact that Senator 
Taft, whose name was on the ballot, and who 
campaigned in person, ran up a total of some 
862,000. It is now clear that whether Gen. 
Eisenhower is as yet an avowed candidate, the 
voters have every intention of making him one. 
He even received several hundred Illinois Demo- 
cratic votes. 

Writing in was widely used. In the Demo- 
cratic presidential primary unopposed Senator 
Kefauver of Tennessee, ran up a total of about 
500,000 votes. But many voters took the trouble 
to write in the name of Adlai E. Stevenson for 
President even though Gov. Stevenson was get- 
ting some 700,000 votes for renomination for 
Governor. His write-in for President exceeded 
$0,000. Notwithstanding the flat announcement 
of President Truman that he “will not accept a 
renomination,” Mr. Truman received 9000 write- 
in votes. And Senator Paul Douglas got more 
than 1600. In 1952 the voters are having a 
hand in.the selection of presidential choices. 

In the races for nomination for state office, 
the Illinois Republicans have nominated for Gov- 
ernor 38-year-old William G. Stratton, now State 
Treasurer. Mr. Stratton’s large vote was greater 
than that of all his opponents combined and so 
there can be no question that he was the strong- 
est in the G.O.P. field. How he will fare against 
Gov. Stevenson in November is another matter. 

The Republican total exceeded that of the 
Democrats, but then the vote-provoking contests 
were oh the Republican ticket. Moreover the 
Republican primary vote regularly is greater 
than the Democratic vote in Illinois even though 
the state has been voting Democratic for Presi- 
dent since 1932. 

The renomination of Attorney General Ivan A. 
Elliott on the Democratic ticket was a reward 
for a good job in a difficult office. Mr. Elliott 
has supported to the fullest Gov. Stevenson’s 
war on commercialized, bribe-giving gambling. 
His office handled the cases which have won the 
State Administration victory in the courts on 
State Police raids and seizures. 

In Madison and St. Clair counties the voters 
took up the matter of law enforcement in their 
nominations for State’s Attorney. In St. Clair 
county, State’s Attorney Richard T. Carter prop- 
erly enough overwhelmed the brazen bid of for- 
mer State’s Attorney Louis P. Zerweck on the 
Democratic ticket. 

In Madison county Democratic voters gave 
Fred P. Schuman a greatly reduced vote in his 
race with Anthony W. Daly. This clearly re- 
flected their questions as to Mr. Schuman’s in- 
terest in keeping gambling rackets out of that 
county. | 

This should be a warning to candidates for 
law enforcement posts everywhere in Illinois. 
For it is clear that 1952 is going to be a voters’ 
year or the voters are going to know the reason 


why. 


Mr. Veeck and Mr. Saigh 

Mr. Veeck’s bulldog determination to horn in 
on any publicity that is handy has always struck 
us as one of those mountainous facts of nature 
which it is idle to challenge. 

You might as well lean against a buzz-saw, or 
put your head in a lion’s mouth, as try to muscle 
Mr. Veeck out of a public relations situation 
which he is trying to muscle into. Mr. Veeck 
always wins, for the very simple reason that the 
process of muscling him out inevitably results 
in publicity of exactly the type he was seeking 
in the first place. ? 

Why can’t Mr. Saigh reconcile himself to this 
obvious if unpalatable fact? Perhaps it is be- 
cause Mr. Saigh has a little bulldog determina- 
tion of his own. AnYway, the hassle over Dizzy 
Dean is proving our point. Mr. Saigh undertook 
to exclude the Browns and Dizzy’s beer from 
the publicity tie-up with the new movie about 
Diz. Not only did he fail to gain that objective, 
but it looks very much as if the parties to be 
excluded, if any, will be Dizzy’s (and Mr. Saigh’s) 
own Cardinals, which would be a _ shocking 
travesty. 

Oh, well. It all makes pleasant anticipatory 
agitation for the city series. Could be that’s 
the idea. 
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Strong Man for Bolivia? 

A Bolivian radio report says a revolt is under 
way against the military government in behalf 
of Victor Paz Estenssoro. If it succeeds, politi- 
cal power would be returned to the man who 
earned it in the 1951 elections, but without 
much triumph for democracy. 

Paz Estenssoro and ‘iis Revolutionary party 
have Peronist sympathies, and he has spent his 
exile in Buenos Aires working carefully for revo- 
lution. His popular support came from the long- 
depressed tin mining areas, but his leadership 
was demagogic. 

Though in exile during last spring’s elections, 
Paz Estenssoro won the most votes for president. 
To bl ck his accession, President Mamerto Ur- 
riolagoitia resigned and handed over the govern- 
ment to the military. Urriolagoitia spoke of “the 
dilemma of saving democracy or delivering 
power to those who fight it.” 

He did neither, but instead left the power up 
to delivery by revolt. It is the fourth Bolivian 
revolt in eight years. The question is whether 
at the end of this series of revolts, juntas 
and more revolts, the nation is finally to be 
handed over to another strong man of the same 
stripe as Argentina’s Dictator Peron. 
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Pinay Tries Psychology 

Premier Pinay is betting his knowledge of 
French psychology against his effort to finance 
a ten billion dollar budget. He hopes to raise 
the money without raising taxes, a difficult trick 
at best, but the Assembly has approved by 311 
votes to 206. 

Half the budget would be spent for defense 
and the Indochina war. Two previous French 
Governments tried to get the revenue by rais- 
ing taxes and fell in the attempt. Pinay believes 
he can do it by practicing economy, and by try- 
ing to collect taxes that are not paid. 

Tax evasion, William H. Stoneman has re- 
ported, costs France close to two billion dollars 
a year. Small enterprises and professional groups 
are believed to be dodging about $743,000,000 
in annual income taxes and corporations about 
$112,000,000. At least equal amounts are lost 
through evasion of a bevy of indirect taxes. 

These indirect taxes account for most of the 
French revenue. Because they hit low income 
groups harder than the upper brackets, the 
whole French tax system seems inequitable to 


Americans. But Pinay is not attempting to change 
this, What he proposes is to run down future 
tax frauds while granting amnesty to those who | 


cheated on taxes in the past, Many Assembly 
members objected to-such favoritism. But in the 
end they voted Pinay his Opportunity to try 
persuasion. fo 


No tax system can work unless the public sup- 


ports it. If Pinay’s psychological approach works, 
France will be able to meet her North Atlantic 
defense responsibilities. Her allies will hope that 
Premier Pinay has read.the French character 
ecrrectly. — 
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Enough of Recriminations 

The steel industry’s reply to President Tru- 
man, as expressed by Clarence B. Randall, presi- 
dent of Inland Steel, was as one-sided as the 
President’s speech, and regrettably extreme in 
tone. 

Now that both sides have had their say, the 
time has come for a cooling of tempers and 
dedication ta the main task. The question of the 
President’s authority to seize the industry can 
only be settled ih court in an orderly way. 

Meanwhile Government, management and labor 
share equally the responsibility to get back into 


full production as soon as possible, and to settle 


the underlying dispute over wages and prices. 

Let history decide who was right and who was 
wrong in the steps taken up to now. The urgent 
task of the moment is to settle the dispute, and 
that is only possible by compromise, 
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School Board Whitewash? 


Does the School Board condone the tactics 
employed by Building Commissioner V. Harry 
Rhodes in erecting his $42,000 St. Louis county 
home? The people have a right to a straightfor- 
ward answer, for a great deal more than the per- 
sonal conduct and future of one officer is in- 
volved. The integrity of the entire public school 
system is in question. 

Unhappily the board has done absolutely noth- 
ing to clear the air. Indeed its handling of this 
untidy affair leaves much to be desired. Not only 
has it ducked the prime question of whether 
Mr. Rhodes’ actions were proper, but it also 
killed a committee recommendation that he be 
let go when his term expires in July. 

Moreover, in an especially illuminating move, 
it expunged from its minutes all discussion of 
the matter. This was on motion of Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede, who voted with the seven-member ma- 
‘jority on what many people are bound to con- 
sider an out-and-out whitewash of the whole busi- 
ness. She said that it would be a disgrace for 
the board if the Rhodes affair were recorded for 
posterity, adding: 

Let’s look at ourselves. If we look care- 
fully we can recall having done things a lot 


worse than those described by the com- 
mittee. 


Does Mrs. Friede mean that it is common 
practice for other board officers, or perhaps even 
members, to indulge in the kind of questionable 
mixing of public and private business disclosed 
in the Building Commissioner’s case? We should 
hope not. For this is the surest way to destroy 
public confidence in the board andin the sys- 
tem. And this could be disastrous in view of the 
support the board will need from the people a 
year hence when it comes time to renew the 
higher tax levy now in effect. 

Expunging the record is an ostrich-like tactic 
that means nothing. It will not erase the fact 
that the Building Commissioner used his subor- 
dinates, some without pay, to plan, and work in 
and about his home. Nor the more ominous fact 
that the contractor who built the house, for a 
surprisingly modest fee, has been and is em- 
ployed by the board under Mr. Rhodes’ super- 
vision in constructing school buildings costing 
nearly $500,000. 

Is this the standard of behavior the St. Louis 
School Board is willing to accept from its officers 
and its staff?

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Good Job Not Wanted 


One of the best jobs in the country seems to 
be going begging. The work is not onerous. The 
pay is good. Respect and honor attach’to it, and 
it carries many pleasant little privileges. 

It is the vice-presidency we are talking about, 
the No. 2 job in the United States. While plenty 
of men have their eyes on the No. 1 job, nobody 
wants to be next in line—even though the posi- 
tion would seem to have many more attractions 
to a man with a philosophical bent of mind and 
no special desire to spend a lot of his time sign- 
ing official documents. 

But Senator Taft has turned thumbs down on 
it. Senator Kefauver wants no part of it. In fact, 
none of the presidential aspirants seems to have 
the slightest interest in it. And even Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley shows signs of wanting to get out 
of the job. 

We cannot quite understand this. But if that 


is the way politicians feel about it, we accept © 


their attitude and console ourselves with the 
thought that bankers are different. There is a 
group for you that really sets store by the title 
of vice president. 


Aid but Not a Panacea 
Gov. Smith’s welcome signature of the earn- 
ings tax bill enables the City of St. Louis to put 
its financial house in order. As Mayor Darst and 


~the Governor agreed, it does not provide a per- 


manent solution of the city’s financial problem. 
Certainly it permits no spending spree in the 
City Hall. 

The tax is not likely to yield more than $3,- 
500,000 in the current fiscal year. That will per- 
mit the city to spend just about what it spent 
last year—some $43,000,000. Budget requests of 
the city departments total more than $50,000,000. 
The Mayor and Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
have ordered them cut to fit a $43,000,000 
revenue, which means that the city will avoid 
increasing its deficit but must still sail close to 
the wind. 

Under the new law, the city has authority to 
levy a tax up to one per cent on incomes and 
profits earned in the city, regardless of where 
the taxpayer lives. The fairest way to impose the 
tax would be to levy at a one per cent rate and 
allow exemptions for dependents. 

It is unfortunate that city officials apparently 
promised Gov. Smith not to levy more than one- 


half of one per cent, for this apparently will. 


mean that no exemptions can be granted. Is 
there no way by which some recognition can be 
given to the principle of ability to pay?

A remark in John Gunther’s excellent 
book, “Eisenhower,” has been much quoted 
in editorials. Mr. Gunther reports a lib- 
eral friend as saying that the general’s 
conservatism in domestic matters did not 
trouble him: the clock could not be turned 
back, the continuing momentum of liberal 
measures was assured. 

“The only two things that count today,” 
he went on to say, “are foreign policy and 
civil liberties, and Ike is absolutely sound 
on both.” 

That the general is “absolutely sound” 
on foreign policy was a full half of the 
groundswell of hope 
that led to his can- 
didacy.. The rest of 
it was the belief that 
the election of Eisen- 
hower, a great man, 
a great leader, and 
a living symbol of 
courage and confi- 
dence, would signal- 
ize’ a triumph of na- 
tional unity. 

The liberal con- 
tentment typified by 
Mr. Gunther's friend, 
however, has been 
breaking against the 
hard fact that the 
next Administration will have to make de- 
cisions about domestic policies that in the 
event will support, cripple, or kill the 
foreign policy for which Gen. Eisenhower 
stands. That uneasiness originates in the 
realization that President Eisenhower 
would have a Congress controlled by the 
men whom it is the sole purpose of his 
candidacy to defeat. 


Effect of G.O.P. Seniority 


Look at the seniorities. In a Republi- 
can Senate, Styles Bridges would be chair- 
man of the Committee on Appropriations, 
which has death-sentence power over do 
mestic policies, Senator Capehart chair- 
man of Banking and Currency, the noisome 
McCarthy chairman of Expenditures in the 
Departments, which can ter- 
rorize the bureaus and agencies that ad- 
minister domestic policies, Senator Butler 
chairman of Interior and Insular Affairs, 
and Senator Cain chairman of Public 
Works. 

In a Republican House Taber would be 
chairman of Appropriations, Clare Hoff- 
man of Expenditures in the Executive De- 
partments, Crawford of Interior and In- 
sular Affairs, and Dondero of Public 
Works. 

Domestic policies crucially important to 
the Eisenhower foreign policy would be at 
the mercy of this wrecking crew. But 
consider the committees directly charged 
with foreign policy. 

The loss of Representative Eaton, who 
would have powerfully supported Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, makes the praetically 
unnoticed Chiperfield of Illinois senior 
Republican on the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. He voted against the 
Eisenhower policy on every question affect- 
mg foreign affairs in the last session. 


Eisenhower vs. Murderers’ Row 


The House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices is as mrss ona as Foreign Affairs; the 
senior Republican is Dewey Short and no 
more need be said. Senator Bridges would 
yield to Senator Saltonstall on Armed 
Services but Senator Wiley is senior Re- 
publican on Foreign Relations. 

But that these men would hold such 
powerful chairmanships is only one item 
in this quandary. The most powerful fig- 
ure in President Eisenhower’s Republican 
Congress would be Senator Taft, who 
would be fixed in absolute hostility to the 
foreign policy the President had been 
elected to support. 

No matter how great the prestige of 
President Eisenhower, there can be no 
belief that he could convert or subdue 
this Murderers’ Row to a foreign policy 
which they have opposed through war, 
peace and rearmament. 

Unless the angel of death were to move 


Dwight D. Eisenhower 
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with critical selectivity through the top 
level of Republican leadership, the Presi- 
dent and his twentieth-century supporters 
would be unable to maintain the policy on 
which, as the Eisenhower movement de- 
clares, the fate of the free world depends. 


A realization of this had already affected 
the thinking of independent voters whtn 
a somewhat startled nation saw the can- 
didacy of Gov. Adlai Stevenson for the 
Democratic nomination bud and in the 
space of a few days come to flower. 

In the last few weeks an indeterminable 
but sizable part of the independent vote

The Best Democratic Candidate 


There is a suggestion that this judg- 
ment is concurred in by the man who has 
proved himself more knowledgeable about 
political realities than anyone else in the 
country. For some judicious analysts of 
the political scene are guessing that the 
President believes that Gov. Stevenson is 
the best candidate to succeed him that the 
Democratic party could nominate. 

“The ablest Presidents,” Mr. Gunther 
remarks in the book I have mentioned, 
“are those who rise to the White House 
out of the governorship of a great state.” 
Gov. Stevenson’s abilities have been honed 
on the necessity of rescuing Illinois from 
a corruption that had almost paralyzed 
its government. His success in cleaning 
house is all the more remarkable in that, 
a Democratic Governor, he has had to work 
with a legislature of which one house has 
been Republican throughout his term and 
the other house for half of it. 

As for the foreign policy that is the dom- 
inant issue in 1952, Gov. Stevenson had

Adlai E. Stevenson Besides a thorenal 
knowledge of foreign governments it has 
given him a valuable personal acquaint- 
ance with the officials who administer 
them. His service in the Navy Department 
gave him equally valuable training with 
the military. 

Thus summarized, his career looks like 
an education and apprenticeship for the 
presidential campaign of 1952. 

It is a long time to the conventions arti 
a longer one to the elections. But unques- 
tionably independent voters have been 
very widely depressed as they have come 
to understand that the nomination of Gen. 
Eisenhower would by no means secure us 
against the suicidal foreign policy of Sen- 
ator Taft and his fellow Bourbons. 

Unquestionably too they have been heart- 
ened by having seen with such dramatic 
suddenness the figure of Adlai Stevenson 
in bold relief against so dark a sky.

Between Book Ends 


Chinese Minstrelsy 
THE DRUM SINGERS, by Lau Shaw. (Harcourt, Brace 
and Co., 183 pgzs., $3.56.) 

“The Drum Singers” by Lau Shaw (S. Y. 
Shu), author of “Rickshaw Boy,” has to do 
with the life and times of a family earn- 
ing its livelihood practicing the ancient 
art of drum singing during the Sino-Japa- 
nese war. Examining the book more care- 
fully, one can also find in it a commentary 
on the China of the Kuomintang era and 
what this government seemed to represent 
to the dozen or so poorly educated, usually 
hungry Chinese whom we leave in just 
about the same condition when the book 
closes as when it opened. 

The central figure of “The Drum Sing- 
ers,” Fang Pao Ching is a likable, well- 
meaning old fellow who keeps his head 
shaved and travels around the vicinity of 
Chungking with his family, singing ancient 
Chinese folk songs and picking at his 3- 
stringed san-hsien. 

He has a reluctant accompanist on the 
drums in his lazy but intellectual brother 
Useless Fang, a foul-mouthed sot of a wife, 
a stupid and frowzy daughter Phoenix 
Girl, and a sweet-voiced, innocent adopted 
daughter Lotus Charm, who sings ballads 
with her father. x 


The main action of the novel is related 
to Pao Ching’s shielding“ of the 16-year-old 
Lotus Charm from the vices which tradi- 
tionally seem to befall women practicing 
the lowly profession of drum singing— 
prostitution, narcotic addiction, and so 
forth. Unfortunately Pao Ching has not 
enough familiarity with youth to know 
when Lotus Charm is blossoming into 
womanhood and is ripe for the picking. 

The bodyguard he hires to protect her 
from a weak-spirited suitor seduces the 
girl practically under Pao Ching’s eyes. 
After a few months of common-law mar- 
riage the fellow, a version of a Chicago tor- 
pedo, leaves her pregnant and penniless. 

Concurrent with Pao Ching’s attempts 
to make sure Lotus Charm matures into 
respectability and his failure to do so is 
the gradual destruction of the country 
from the outside by the Japanese and 
from the inside by political corruption and 
war profiteering. There is one typical 
event, told with sober Chinese humor, 
which finds the black-marketing owner of 
several trucks giving his new wife (one of 
the drum-singer girls) an American foun- 
tain pen as a wedding gift. Neither bride 
nor groom could write. But the pen made 
the woman one of the wealthiest in Chung- 
king. It was the sort of merchandise the 
man brought from Burma instead of the 
war materials he was paid to haul.

For all the vicissitudes of war and the 
thousands of al defeats, old Pao 
Ching and Mother China emerge as the 
dominant and convincing figures in “The 
Drum Singers.” Both have surprising abili- 
ty to take a blow, snap back, and move on 
as if things were going to improve. 

It should be mentioned that Lau Shaw, 
the author, lives in Peiping and apparently 
gets along with the new government of 
China. For his two previous novels pub- 
lished in the United States were written 
after 1945. Yet the only reference to the 
new order is a prediction at the close of 
“The Drum Singers” by one of Mr. Shaw’s 
characters that “better times will come” 
for Lotus Charm and all Chinese. And the 
man adds, “But before they do, many. peo- 


ple will be sacrificed.”

WASHINGTON, April 10—The 
nation’s first civil defense loan 
under a program authorized by 
Congress more than a year ago, 
was awarded yesterday to the 


North Shore Hospital, Inc. to help 
build a 186-bed general hospital 
‘at Manhasset, N. Y., on Long 
Island. 

The federal Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration, which certified the 
$750,000 loan, said it had recom- 
mended the project because the 
new hospital would be “on the 
fringe of the New York City tar- 
get area’ and would be available 
to treat atomic bomb casualties 
in event of an attack on the city. 

The non-profit hospital, slated 
to cost $3,500,000, normally will 
serve Manhasset, Great Neck, Port 
Washington, Douglaston and Lit- 
tle Neck, which now lack gen- 
eral hospital facilities for their 
combined population of 100,000.

Increase in Investment. 

“Evidently business investment 
also rose, according to surveys of 
plans for capital expansion, and 
indications are that new construc- 
tion expenditures averaged around 
: per cent above the fourth quar- 
er.” 

The bureau said that apparent- 
ly rising incomes are resulting in 
some increase in consumer buying. 

“With prospects for higher 
wage rates in the steel industry 
and some other major industries, 
consumer incomes are expected to 
continue to rise,” the agency said. 

It added, however, that wage 
increases may not be as. general 
this spring as last, because of 
slackness in some industries, par- 
ticularly those producing non- 
durable goods. 

The bureau said farm market- 
ings cf food and fiber in the first 
quarter of this year were running

share, the year before. 

The big oil concern’s taxes in 
1951 amounted to $400,692,825 
compared with $276,091,530 the 
year previous. Its provision for 
income taxes, both United States 
and foreign, totaled $325,000,000 
in the latest year compared with 
$207,000,000 in 1950. 


Consolidated gross income, from 
sales and investments, rose 21 
per cent to a new peak of $3,- 
863,317,000 last year, the report 
said. And net production of 
crude oil by its affiliates all over 
the world climbed to 1,455,000 
barrels a day from 1,212,000 the 
previous year. Product sales rose 
to 1,933,000 barrels a day from 
1,705,000.

.-Records of the court show that 
Powell had a similar fight with 
the bureau over his 1946 return. 
The bureau disallowed $6287 of 
the $8987 in deductions claimed 
by Powell and sent him a notice 
that he owed $3074 for 1946. The 
case was settled last May when 
Powell’s attorney agreed that he 
owed $421 and the court accepted 
this figure. 

Powell said yesterday that he 
has been fighting with the Rev- 
ehue Bureau since he went to 
Congress in 1944 for the right of 
Congressmen to deduct their 
Washington expenses. When the 
1946 tax case was settled, he said, 
he was allowed $3000 for Wash- 
ington expenses and transporta- 
tion between here and New York, 
but was told this would set no 
precedent. 

-Powell said he was dissatisfied 
with this decision and is hoping 
for a “celar cut” decision on the 
issue in the case involving his 
1945 return. If this does not hap- 
pen, he said, he plans to intro- 
duce legislation in the House to 
amend the tax laws. 

Powell is minister of the Abys- 
sinian Baptist Church in Harlem.

FIRE ENGINE HOUSE 
BUILT IN 1849 TO 
BE TORN DOWN 


The old fire engine house at 
211 South Third street, relic of a 
boisterous era when volunteer 
companies often fought each other 
more vigorously than the blaze, is 
soon to be no more. The build- 
ing, last of the structures of its 
kind, will be razed to make way 
for the Third street inter-regional 
highway. 

This particular fire house, 
moreover, was that of the Wash- 
ington Voluntary Fire Engine 
Company, whose members were 
key figures. in the building of St. 
Louis, it is shown in the files of 
Dr. William G. Swekosky, dentist, | 
whose hobby is the study of his- 
torical landmarks.

The great majority of St. Louis 
jeomemakers buy ready-to-eat 
‘ams, which are safe to eat with- 
out cooking, although texture and 
flavor are greatly improved by 
further cooking and seasoning. Be 
sure to follow the packer’s direc- 
tions. Smoked hams are ready to 
go into’ the oven but require a 
longer cooking period; fully 
cooked hams are ready to eat. 
They may be heated, but are real- 
ly better to serve cold. Country- 
style hams must be par-boiled be- 
fore baking. In addition, there 
are many types of canned hams 
available in St. Louis stores. 

No doubt you have your own 
favorite glaze, The trick to glaz- 
ing with brown sugar and fruit 
juices is to be sure that the mix- 
ture is not too runny—it should | 
be almost thick enough to pat on. 
N'any a good cook prefers to use 
orange marmalade, peach or apri- 
c°t preserves for the glaze, both 
for flavor and for beauty. 

Whatever your choice, before 
you put on the glaze it is a good 
idea to remove the ham drippings 
from the pan so that they may be 
used later for seasoning. 

And do remember that today’s 
hams are far more perishable than 
the old-fashioned “country hams,” 
because of the milder curing and 
smoking that gives them their 
delicate flavor. They should be 
kept refrigerated at all times. A 
piece of aluminum foil over the 
cut end will keep the end piece 
from drying out. 

If ham doesn’t tempt you, there 
are plenty of chickens at reason- 
able prices. Easter is a little too 
early this year, however, for spring 
lambs to grace the festive table. 

Don't forget pastel-colored Eas- 
ter eggs to add @ gay note. Hard- 
cook them, shell them, then tint 
with edible food dyes in rainbow 
colors.

Mild cured hams are very easy 
to prepare. They have better fla- 
vor if they are roasted. Follow 
directions on wrapper or tag at- 
tached to the ham. For roasting, 
place ham, fat side up on a rack 
set in a roasting pan. Roast un- 
covered in a slow oven (325 de- 
grees) about, 30 minutes per 
pound. 

To glaze, remove skin, score 
ham fat with a sharp knife and 
cover with a glaze made of one 
cup sifted brown sugar mixed 
with one tablespoon dry mustard;

jelly; three-fourths cup crushed 
pineapple -mixed with one cup 
sifted brown sugar; or one cup 
honey. Select the glaze you want, 
paint on ham or spread on with 
spatula, and bake the ham for an 
additional fifteen minutes in a 
hot_oven (400 degrees). - 

Leftover ham should not be 
a problem for there are many 
ways of using the meat down to 
the last smidgen, The- fat and 
skin make tasty seasoning for 
cabbage or green beans. For the 
ham bone, there is nothing tastier 
that bean soup flavored by long 
cooking with this leftover.

One pound uncooked shrimp, 
fresh or frozen.

Two medium onions, sliced. 
One clove garlic, minced. 
Three stalks celery, chopped. 
One tablespoon flour. 
One No. 2 can tomatoes. 
One bay leaf. 
One-quarter teaspoon thyme. 
One teaspoon chili powder. 
_ One 3-0z. can chopped mush- 
rooms, drained. 
Two pimentos, chopped. 
Salt and pepper. 
Remove shell from shrimp, and, 
if desired, de-vein.

Humphrey said that while Ke- 
fauver had no opposition on the 
Democratic ballot in the Illinois 
presidential primary Tuesday, “he 
ran up a very impressive vote re- 
flecting lots of popular support.” 


There was no assurance, how- 
ever, that Kefauver’s vote in the 
preferential (popularity) race 
would win the Illinois Democratic 
delegation to his cause. The out- 
come of the preference contest is 
not binding on the delegation. 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson polled a 
fair-sized  preesidential write-in 
vote in the Illinois primary, but 
he was trailing Kefauver about 
seven to one. On the other hand, 
Stevenson showed greater 
strength in his bid for renomina- 
tion as Governor than Kefauver 
did in the presidential primary. 

President Truman has neither 
denied nor confirmed reports that 
Stevenson is his personal choice 
for the nomination. Stevenson has 
said he is running only for re- 
election as Governor, but he has 
left the door ajar for a White 
House bid.

INDIAN ENVOY DENIES HE HAS 
STALIN NOTE FOR CHURCHILL 


LONDON, April 10 (AP) —In- 
dia’s retiring ambassador to Rus- 
Sia arrived from Moscow last 
night and denied rumors that he 
might have ‘a note from Stalin to 
Churchill proposing a top-level 
Big-Three meeting. 

Sir Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan, 
who had a half hour interview 
with the Russian boss last Satur- 
day, said Stalin “give no message. 
He just said good-by.” 


The Indian diplomat told re- 
porters in Moscow that Stalin had 
told him, in effect, the time was 
right for a meeting of the Big 
Three. This led to speculation in 
London that the envoy might be 
carrying a note from Stalin to the 
British Prime Minister which 
might lead to such talks. The In- 
dian is en route to New Delhi.

LONDON, April 10 (AP)—The 
Federation of British Industries 
urged its members today to boy- 
cott an announced trade agree- 
ment between Communist China 
and a private British group at the 
Moscow economic conference.

ichasing commission in London. 
| The spokesman noted that the

cals and metals with textiles,” 
and said “the implications of this 
are obvious. Our advice to our 
members, therefore, at present is 
to have nothing to do with it.”

LONDON, April 10 (AP)—Fili-

Led by determined  Aneurin 
Bevan, the Socialists forced the 
House to sit into the early moyn- 
ing haurs for the third night in 
a row to debate amendments to 
the health service charges. 

. The Laborites have offered 130 
amendments, After three nights 
of increasingly angry argument, 
115 of them still face the House. 

Bevan warned the same delay- 
ing tactics will be used against |__1952 
every: Conservative bill, including 
routine appropriatioas for ordi- 
nary administrative functions, if 
the government “insists upon 
forcing this legislation through 
the House.” 

He specifically demanded the 
government also drops its bills to 
turn the stegl industry and long 
distance truck lines back to pri- 
vate owners. Churchill earlier | 
had quelled impatience among his 
Conservative followers by prom- 
ising quick action on these 
measures. 

The House was in continual up- 
roar through the night. Bevan 
supporters sang old Welsh fight- 
ing songs in the lobby to cheer 
him on.

Delicate Issue. 

With an eye on the political 
implications of such privileges, 
these authorities are trying, as 
diplomatically as possible to avoid 
the mass screaming of thousands 
of American dependents, to whit- 
tle them down to reasonable pro- 
portions. 

United States High Commis- 
sioner John J. McCloy has cut 
down on his own personal serv- 
ices to point the way, but Army 
wives appear to be of a sterner 
breed when it comes to giving up 
these conveniences. : 

If Washington feels so strongly 
about this, why don’t the State 
Department and Pentagon brass 
issue orders to the European 
i command? 
| As gne official explains it, the 
lreason is that an uproar would 
certainly follow, creating the un- 
savory spectacle of Americans 
wrangling among themselves. 

Quiet pressures, they feel, will 
do the trick. 

Germans Say Nothing. 

The Germans, who have been 
paying for these services in the 
occupation costs, have wisely 
stayed aloof of the problem as be- 
ing not theirs, but the Amer- 
icans’—and for a very sound rea- 
son. 

They have agreed to contrib- 
ute a fixed sum for defense— 
once the contractual arrange- 
ments are completed and their 
political rights are restored. This 
sum will be about 11,200,000,000 
Deutschemarks (about $2,700,000,- 
000) a year. 

The Americans, or British and 
French, can buy whatever they 
like with it—maids and free train 
rides or something in the way of 
added defense. It will all come 
out of the same kitty. 

German representatives here 
estimate there are about 450,000 
Germans employed by the occu- 
pation forces. A sizable number, 
of course, work at essential tasks 
in connection with garrison ac- 
tivity. 

American Army estimates of 
the number of “quarters attend- 
ants” or servants for American 
families run to more than 20,000 
Germans, with a few more than 
1000 taking care of bachelor quar- 
ters. 

In the finally agreed upon ar- 
rangements worked out for Army 
housekeeping purposes, nothing 
will, of course, prevent Army 
wives from keeping maids and 
caretakers—if they pay for them 
themselves, even as the folks do 
back home. 


18 STATES ACT TO INCREASE 
PAY OF SCHOOL TEACHERS 


CHICAGO (UP) — The Council 
of State Governments reports that 
at least 18 states, Puerto Rico and 
Hawaii acted to raise the pay of 
teachers last year. 

Increases ranged from $75 to 
$540 a year, the council said. 

Methods of granting increases 
varied. In Alabama, salaries will 
be increased an average of $300. 
Indiana provided for increases of

raised pay an average of $310. 

New York’s minimum salaries 
were raised $500 and Oklahoma 
increased each bracket of the 
minimum schedule by $300.

| Tennessee’s general education 
bill earmarked about $1,000,000 
for teachers’ pay raises. 

Increases in Washington will 
average about $300 plus incré- 
ment. West Virginia’s increases 
will range, from $180 to $540. A 
12 per cent boost was granted all 
government employes including 
teachers in Puerto Rico. 

Hawaii's classroom teachers got 
maximum increases ranging from 
$240 to $360.

“This unbalance puts the Unit- 
ed States in grave danger of los- 
ing a possible war,” the Cleve- 
land engineering expert warned.

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Those Extra Touches for Broccoli [FROM NINE TO FIVE 
Treat It With Care and It's a Treat; Some Mushroom Recipes, Too -

ENTION broccoli to most kids 
(and quite a few husbands) 
and you'll see them start 
looking for the nearest exit. And 
no wonder. If there ever was a 
vegetable which hasn’t had a 
square deal, it’s the broccoli. Most 
women approach it with an air of 
desperation and then cook it by 
tossing it in water and letting it 
boil until they think it’s done. A 
little salt and there you are. The 
is something just a cut 

abbve boiled seaweed. 

Broccoli can be beautiful. All 
it requires is a little care and 
attention, and it will respond like 
nothing you ever saw or tasted. 


If you want to experiment, try 


Broccoli Parmesan, like this 


tender. Then drain it and prepare 
the following sauce: 

Put a cup of white sauce into 
the top of a double boiler and 
heat.it up. Now add half a pound 
of grated Parmesan cheese. When 
the sauce begins to bubble, add 
the yolk of an egg and a little 
cayenne pepper. 

Now grease an oven-proof dish 
and put’ several spoonsful of the 
sauce in the bottom of same. Now 
carefully lay in the broccoli and 
cover it with the rest of the sauce. 
Sprinkle it with bread crumbs and 
more grated cheese. Put it in a 
medium oven until the crumbs are 
brown and the —_— melted, 


THAT WILL GIVE you an idea 
of what can be done with broc- 
coli. But naturally you won't want 
to go on the rest of your days 
cooking broccoli just one way, so 
here’s another excellent broccoli 
recipe which you can use from 
time to time. Before they’ve had 
time to get monotonous, I'll give 
you some more. 

This one is called Broccoli Souf- 
fle, and you proceed as follows: 

Scald half a cup of heavy, 
sweet cream with half a cup of 
chicken bouillon. Now melt a 
third of a cup of butter and blend 
in a fourth of a cup of flour. Stir 
in the liquid gradually, until you 
have a nice, thick sauce. 

Take it off the fire and add 
the yolks of three eggs (well 
beaten) and a teaspoon each of 
chopped parsley and chives. Man,

Now beat the whites of the 
three eggs until they’re good and 
stiff, and fold them in. Turn the 
works into a buttered baking dish, 
and bake it in a hot oven for 25 
minutes.

WHILE WE’RE demonstrating 


what can be done with some of 


the old familiar vegetables to get 
them out of the rut, here is a 
dish called vegetables Oriental, 
which is a variation of the Chi- 
nese method of cooking vege- 
tables, which you will find in- 
teresting.

Mrs. S. H.’s letter asks if she 
should tackle the job herself and 
how to go about it. 

In answer to her questions and 
many others on the subject, here 
is the procedure: 

The walls must first be sized 
with sizing glue, which brushes 
on the walls with little trouble. 
Drop a plumb line to make sure 
the first strip is straight, and 
spread the walls with an adhesive 
called adhesium to make the bur- 
lap stick. 

A wallpaper roller can be used 
to smooth the burlap down, but 
it’s almost aS easy to use your 
hands. 

Burlap will cover walls that are 
so cracked and uneven that com- 
plicated preparation would be 
necessary before painting or pa- 
pering, but deep cracks and holes 
should be filled with patching 
plaster before the burlap hanging 
is begun, 

Burlap now comes in a variety 
of handsome colors. Ask in the 
drapery and upholstery fabric sec- 
tions of storés where nice quali- 
ties of burlap may be referred to 
as Calcutta cloth, or by some oth- 
er name.

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U.S. Haven tor Refugee Russian Nuns 


Convent Established in San Francisco by Group Which First Fled From Bolshevik Revolution

SAN FRANCISCO, April 10. 
LITTLE group of nuns have 
A traveled halfway around the 
world to establish the first 
convent of the Russian Orthodox 
Church in the United States along 
a quiet, tree-lined boulevard here. 
They are working, praying and 
caring for a dozen aged and dis- 
abled Russian refugees and three 
youngsters in a rambling old 
three-story home which stands 
opposite a section of San Fran- 
cisco’s famed Golden Gate Park. 
The only object which distin- 
guishes the frame convent from 
the surrounding homes and small 
apartment buildings is a large 
double-armed cross with blue 
electric lights mounted on the 
building’s highest gable. 

Indocrs the bottom floor has 
been turned into workshops where 
the 25 nuns sew and embroider 
to help meet expenses. 

The nuns are quartered on the 
top floor. 

On the second floor, past the 
two big palm trees in the front 
yard and up the old-fashioned en- 
trance, is the heart of the organi- 
zation, its church and chapel. 

The church is in a high-ceil- 
inged front room which once was 
a fashionable living room. Be- 
yond it, in what was undoubtedly 
a dining room, is the chapel. 

Kitchen, office and a small 
“visitors’ room” are also on this 
floor. 

But it is the church which com- 
pels attention. 

A special aromatic incense suf- 
fuses the dimly-lit room. Several 
dozen icons—paintings and bas- 
reliefs—portray the Trinity and 
saints in classic Byzantine style. 


It is these icons, and one in 
particular, which offer a clue to 
the faith of the nuns of the Con- 
vent of Our Lady of Vladimir. 

Abbess Ariadna, the convent’s 


mother superior, tells the story 


(through an interpreter): 


“We were in Harbin, Man- 
churia, in 1925. An old woman 
there, a Mrs. V. Bazanoff, had a 
son who did not like the church, 
He made her give her icon away. 
She came to the convent we had 
begun the year before. She handed 
our abbess the icon, which was 
all black and tarnished. 


“The moment our. abbess 
touched it the icon shined like 
new. It was silver foil and of a 
sudden all the blackness van- 
ished. 

“The icon was an image of Our 
Lady of Vladimir and that is how 
we came to take that name. It 
was a miracle.

HERE have been other mir- 
7 acles since, she says, one that 

same year in which a painting 
so dirty and brown with age that 
it was unrecognizable became 
clear again. 

This painting and the icon of 
the convent’s patroness are the 
nuns’ most valued possessions and 
as such are accorded special al- 
tars and the protection of glass 
plates in the church. 


When Abbess Ariadna fled 
Shanghai in 1948—and she re- 
calls the date clearly in her lim- 
ited English, “25 August’—she 
took only these two most sacred 
objects. 


The abbess is a short, plump 
woman with deep-blue, twinkling 
eyes who was born near the city 
of Perm in the Northern Urals in 
1900. She entered an ancient con- 
vent at Cherdyn in the Urals in 
1917, “after the first (Kerensky) 
revolution, but before the second 
(Bolshevik) revolution.” 

She had been ‘in this convent 
only a few months when the 
fighting of the civil war drew 
near and she and her sisters were 
forced to flee. The black-robed 
women with their flat-topped 
headdresses traveled east and 
after many months settled in 
Vladivostok on the Pacific in the 
belief that they might soon re- 
turn to the Urals. 


They were mistaken and, with 
thousands of other political refu- 
grees, fled to Harbin in the early 
1920s and formed the nucleus of 
the present Convent of Our Lady 
of Vladimir. 


This convent helped hundreds 
of Russian anti-Communists in 
its first years, acquired two big 
buildings and some land, opened 
a shelter for “old and helpless 
women” and established St. Olga’s 
Orphanage for Girls. 

“There are still 32. sisters 
there,” says Abbess Ariadna with 
a touch of sadness, “I got a letter 
—very short—four or five months 
ago.” 

By 1936 the Japanese conquest 
of Manchuria had made it diffi- 
cult for the convent’s farm, dairy, 
sewing and handicraft workshops 
to operate so the younger nuns 
and all the orphans were moved 
to Shanghai, where another con- 
vent doing similar work was set 


up. 
In 1940 two of the sisters ar-

rived in San Francisco with in- 
structions to open a branch of the 
convent here. World War II put 
a crimp in these plans, and it was 
not until 1948 that any of the 
nuns could start the long trip 
across the Pacific. Even then they 
could come only in twos and 
threes, for visas, especially for 
stateless persons, were hard 
to get. 


The next year the nuns remain- 
ing in Shanghai found a new Red 
Terror sweeping in on them, Chi- 
nese this time. 
ters and a number of orphans in 


their care were among 5500 refu- 


gees evacuated to the Philippine 
island of Samar by the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization. 
The last of this group finally got 
to San Francisco last year.

Granting “Immunity.” 

N all its applications, “immu- 
| nity” is understood to mean ex- 

emption. Today it is perhaps 
most familiar in allusions to be- 
ing “immune” against disease of 
a certain nature. But it is com- 
monly used to define exemption 
or freedom of various kinds. For 
example the immunity from prose- 
cution granted to- witnesses in 
certain circumstances. 

Immunity from disease is a 
modern concept, the outgrowth 
of modern medicine. And con- 
versely, “immunity” in the sense 
of the term’s earliest usage is 
almost as foreign to the thought 
of our time as the world’s medi- 
cal implications would have been 
to the men of ancient Rome. 
“Immunity” comes from the Latin 
“immunis,” originally “free from 
public service.” The term is com- 
posed of the prefix meaning “not” 
with “munis,” which is defined 
as “complacent, obliging.” The 
significance of this “not oblig- 
ing” is the exemption from public 
service in ancient times, when the 
concept of public service was 
closer to the Athenian ideal of a 
citizen’s obligation to his state, 
rather than an objective for which 
ambitious men contend.

|Origin of ‘Maundy Thursday

T was Thursday evening. 

They had had supper together 

for the last time, they who 
had been together constantly 
for three years. Their leader 
rose, poured water into a basin, 
and washed their feet, drying 
them with a towel. 

His heart was heavy with the 
anguish of parting.

My Day

WAS interested to read the 
| account of the national con- 

ference on the Point 4 pro- 
gram to improve living condi- 
tions in underdeveloped na- 
tions. Justice Douglas and Nel- 
son Rockefeller made some crit- 
icisms and suggestions as to 
what should be done, and Dr. 
Charles Malik, the Lebanese 
Minister to the United States, 
called for a form of giant Mar- 
shall'Plan to be applied to the 
Near East, the Middle East and 
the Far East. 

I think I am in agreement 
with Rockefeller that to sep- 
arate the military and economic 
questions would be wise, but I 
have an idea that none of these 
men stressed sufficiently that 
even handling economic ques- 
tions is not going to solve basic 
problems in many of the coun- 
tries that are looked upon as 
backward aréas. 
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MERELY RAISING the stan- 
dard of living without at the 
same time giving these people 
a new philosophy of life is go- 
ing to leave a vacuum, and that 
vacuum will be filled by Com- 
munist propaganda. The Com- 
munists will keep insisting that 
they can raise economic stand- 
ards also, but at the same time 
they will offer ideas to believe 
in, and strive for, with their 
so-called doctrines of equality 
of all human beings and devo- 
tion to the state. 

The peasant revolt that Jus- 
tice Douglas wants us to back 
would not, by itself, be ade- 
quate, either. 

I am sure we could organize 
much that we are doing in the 
economic field better than it 
is now organized. I also am 


sure we could offer less if we — 


used more judgment and wait- 
ed for people here and there 
to come to us. This would save 
us money in the long run and 
would assure us “co-operation, 
which is important. 
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IN ADDITION, I think it 
would be well for us to realize 
that in a large part of the world 
there is a great preference for 
having technical assistance come 
through the United Nations. 
There is little real interest in 
bilateral agreements and there 
is a great deal of suspicion of 
the motives underlying them. 

I am not at all sure that in- 
tegrating what we do more 
closely with United Nations ac- 
tivities will not bring us more 
satisfaction because we will 
know that more people are con- 
tributing, 
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feel that this has certain ad- 
vantages. I do not know what 
it will mean actually in finan- 
cial commitments, but even if 
the commitments are small I 
think it is important that we 
keep increasing a sense within 
the United Nations that we are 
all working together. We must 
strive for the feeling that each 
one of us has a stake in the 
success of every undertaking 
in whatever area of the world 
it may be. 
x «* * 

I THINK it is well for us to 
review all the work we do from 
time to time. It is no criticism 
of the past to say that we can 
do better in the future. We 
are walking an uncharted field 
whether we move through the 
United Nations or by ourselves 
and constant examination of 
the results of what we do will 
certainly lead us to change and 
will be beneficial. 

Certain nations in the world 
would benefit greatly by the 
import of people with organiz- 
ing and administrative ability. 
Some of the new nations lately | 
created are struggling because 
of the lack of well-trained gov- 
ernment officials with high 
standards of honesty and a 
rr a of government rou- 

ne 

It may well be said that many 
older governments suffer from 
the same lack of honest and 
devoted public servants, since 
the latter are always hard to 
find. They are an essential, 
however, to good government 
and must be sought. There are 
many nations in the world that 
need them in order to develop 
along lines that will be of real 
value to their people in the 
future.

Test Ils Not 


All-Important 
By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


OMETIMES patients and even 

their doctors get a little lost 
“ about the relative importance 
of things. For instance, labora- 
tory tests are not all-important 
in all diseases. 
When Mrs. Jones had a stroke 
recently, her doctor advised put- 
ting her in the hospital so that 
she might have better nursing 
care during the first week or two. 
The Jones house was crowded and 
everybody was away working dur- 
ing the day. It would have seri- 
ously discommoded the family 
for her to have stayed there. 
But Mrs. Jones’ daughter had 


the idea her mother went to the 
‘hospital. for laboratory tests. She 
said to her doctor, “I suppose it 
will take two or three days for 
the laboratory work to find out 
how Mother is.”

ACTUALLY, the laboratory of- 
fers very little of value in finding 
out the seriousness of a stroke or 
helping decide how severe its per- 
manent effects will be. These de- 
pend upon the history—how the 
stroke came about and what the 
symptoms were as well as the 
physical examination. How the 
sufferer gets along the first few 
days or week indicates what the 
future holds. A few people make 
a complete recovery, most make 
a lot of recovery eventually, and 
a few recover relatively little 
from their initial paralysis and 
thick speech. 

,After your doctor has followed 
a considerable number of people 
who have had strokes, he discov- 


ers clues in their physical exam-

ination and early improvement. |ous sorts provide additional help- 
These are far more important |ful information about some ner- 


than any laboratory work. In fact, 
there aren’t any really valuable 
tests in such-a situation. It’s a 
matter of clinical judgment—ed- 
ucated guessing— based on which 
nerves are damaged and the 
early improvement. 
x « * 

PEOPLE naturally put a lot of 
faith in laboratory tests. They 
are undeniably the most impor- 
tant findings in such metabolic 
diseases as'diabetes and diseases 
with fever. But they aren’t near- 
ly as important as the history and 
physical examination in other 
diseases. 

For instanice, the diagnosis in 
digestive diseases and nervous 
diseases depends at least three 
quarters on the findings from the 
history and physical exam. X-ray 
helps some in diagnosing diges- 
tive diseases. X-ray pictures of 
the skull and spinal cord and 
electrical measurements of vari- 
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be the old-fashioned 
equivalent for the modern 
slang “You're for me!” The read- 
er who inquires about it correctly 
paraphrases its meaning as “A 
man of my liking,” or “A man 
of my type.” The expression may, 
of course, signify either thought, 
and quotations could be produced 
which suggest interpretation as 
“a man after my own heart.” How- 
ever, there is a mass of usage 
available to make the phrase an 
allusion to similarity, that is, in 
the sense of “a man of my kind.” 
The latter interpretation could 
be sustained by the derivation of 
kidney from the old © Teutonic 
term for womb. To understand 
this saying, one must first of all 
go back to the ideas of olden 
times, and the association of cer- 
tain parts of the body with cer- 
tain ideas. For example, it is in 
connection with the attribution of 
valor and fortitude as qualities 
emanating from the' intestine that 
we have the characterization of 
“a man of guts.” 


As to the kidney, it is not only 
an important orga but in asso- 
ciation with “womb” it gains a 
sort of symbolism of the central 
person, the whole person. Shakes- 
peare used the term in reference 
‘to a person’s disposition in the 
permanent sense of his kind, and 
English literdture since his time 
is replete with allusions such as 
“a man of another kidney” or 
“others of his kidney.” As for 
a specific “first” on the record, 
which our correspondent requests, 
this would seem to be Shakes- 
peare’s, in Act III, Scene five of 
the “Merry Wives of Windsor,” 
when Falstaff, relating the pre- 
dicament in which he found him- 
self, cries out, “Think of that— 
a man of my kidney—think of 
that, that am as subject to heat 
as butter.” ;

On the other hand, X-ray of 
the chest*is just as important in 
respiratory diseases as both the 
history and physical examination 
together. Certain laboratory aids 
such as the EKG, tests of the 
arteries, and X-ray are sometimes 
very helpful in deciding on the 
situation in circulatory diseases. 

Without laboratory help, such 
metabolic diseases as diabetes and 
thyroid difficulties and such blood 
diseases as the leukemias and 
perniciovs anemia couldn’t be 
positively diagnosed at all. Tests 
are’ needed to measure improve- 
ment as these diseases are treated. 

A doctor cannot practice mod- 
ern scientific medicine without 
having available laboratory aids 
such as the X-ray, EKG, and a

considerable number of tests. 
However, the tests without a doc- 
tor to interpret them are worse 


than useless. In some diseases | 


tests have no value at all. In all 
diseases, they are of no value un- 
less the laboratory results are 
fitted by your doctor into the 
whole picture—a picture built up 
from the history and physical 


examination.

ANOTHER SERVICE of the 
roots is to take up water. The 
water is carried through the plant 
and into the leaves. When it 
gets into green leaves, the water, 
or sap, plays a part in making 
starch and sugar. 
' Rain water which seeps through 
the soil tends to pick up min- 
erals in small amounts. The 
minerals are likely to include 
iron, calcium, phosphorus and 
sulphur. The richer the soil, the 
better its supply of minerals. 
Nitrogen is important for plants, 
and many farmers provide it by 
using nitrates to enrich the soil. 

Big plants usually have long 
roots, and little ones usually 
have short ones. That is true, in 
general, but there are trees which 
have shorter roots than we might 
expect. The coconut paim, for 
example, has roots only a few feet 
long. This tree can be trans- 
planted with success when 20 or 
25 feet tall.

The 
alfalfa stalk may be only two or 
three feet high, but the roots 
under it are likely to have a 
length of many feet. In rare 
cases it has been found that al- 
falfa roots go down to a depth 
of 40 or 50 feet!
